London.—Petrograd is described as 
a city suffcring from famine, cold, di- 
sease and robbery, in a report just 
made by Professor Zcidler, of the 
Russian Red Cross, who has investi 


gated conditions in the capital. 
“Owing to want of fucl, the capital 
is becoming a desert,” he says. “Ina 


few hotises only there are still some 
inhabitants, and even these gencrally 
live in their kitchen. Famine condi- 
tions in the city are terrible. If the 
population had not alrcady accustom- 
_ed itself to feeding on what people 
in normal circumstances never eat at 
all, they would have no food what- 
ever, 

“The water supply has stopped ow- 
ing to the want of fucl, and the in- 
habitants draw their supply from the 
Neva or the canals, or use melted 
snow. Spotted typhus and Spanish 
influenza with various complications 
have put an end to the sufferings 


of many unfortunate people, . There 
are no medicines to be had at all. 
Only four hospitals are still. open. 
Electri¢ lights are permitted from 
five to cight p.m. only. Tram. cars 
fun at certain hours and on only 
routes needed by the Bolsheviki. 


. Authorities are powerless to guard 
public safety. Gangs of robbers are 
at work in the deserted quarters of 
the city, carrying off all that may 
have been left after the searches 
made by the Red army.” 


Must Banish Ex-Kaiser 


Sir Auckland Geddes Says Allies Will 
Put Former Emperor on 
Trial 

London. — Sir Auckland Geddes, 
Minister of National Service and Re- 
construction, speaking at Andover, 
said the government intended to put 
the former German.emperor on trial 
and carry out whatever penalty was. 
provided. But, he added, if Holland 
definitely declared her intention on 
the. basis of international law, to pro- 
vide asylum for him within Dutch 
territory, then he must say the for- 
mer ruler could not reside on Dutch 
territory in Europe, and Holland must

Set Profit on Woolens 

New York.—Arthur Williams, fed- 
eral food administrator, ruled that 16 
per cent. is to be the maximum profit 
for woolen merchants. One “firm 
that made.a profit of $1.85 a yard on 
material purchased. for $3.55, was gi- 
ven twenty-four hours to buy the stuff 
back, resell it at a profit of not more 
than ten per cent., and pay their for- 
mer: victim $1.25 a yard.

Wilson Found Guilty 


Former Member of R.N.W.M.P. Sen- 
tenced to Death for Murder 
of Wife 

Saskatoon.—John Wilson, © former 
member of the R.N.W.M.P., was 
found guilty of murdering his wife, 
Mary Wilson, by a jury in King’s 
Court Bench here. Chief Justiee 
Haultain immediately sentenced him 
to dic upon the gallows at Prince Al- 
bert jail on April 23, 

The jury deliberated one hour and 
fifty minutes. On receiving the ver- 
dict, Justice Haultain asked. Wilson 
if he had anything to say. Immedi- 
ately his appearance of apathy, 
which has featured the trial, passed 
and, jumping to his feet, he grasped 
the front of the docket and replied: 

“Yes, sir, I wish to protest against 
thé fow-down,. dirty methods of the 
policy in taking advantage of my 
condition of mind and body to obtain 
certain information from me,” 

Sentence was then pronounced and 
Wilson was hustled from the court, 
and was in his cell four minutes 
after the word “Guilty” was rendered. 

Wilson’s counsel. offered no de- 
fence. The prisoner was physically 
unable to stand ‘the strain of going 
into the box, he told His Lordship.

Hun Writer Says Sentencing of Ex- 
Kaiser Would Endanger 
Republic 
Berlin.—Karl Kautsky, who investi- 
gated the causes leading to the war, 

writes in the Berlin Volks Zeitung: 

The passing of sentence on Wil- 
helm (the former German emperor) 
before an enemy court would not alle- 
viate the danger of a counter-revolu- 
tion, but would add to it. Wilhelm 
would be made a martyr in the eyes 
of the German public, to whom he 
would appear as a man sentenced, not 
for this crime or that, but for being 
a German. His popularity would sud- 
denly soar upwards tremendously and 
he might become a dangerous pre- 
tender, in opposition to the German 
republic.”

U.S. Manufacturers In Majority

Berlin—Baron Von Kurt Lersner’s 
refusal to accept the allied note  re- 
garding the extradition of accused 
Germans was not in aecordance with 
instructions he had received from 
Berlin. The German government had 
requested him to receive it, but he 
asked by telegraph for permission to 
retire and his resignation was imme- 
diately accepted, 

Baron Von Lersner, it is explained, 
was relicved at his own request. The 
note of the entente concerning the 
surrender of accused Germa was 


‘handed Baron Von Lersner on Tues- 


day, and the German representative, 
although he received last formal in- 
structions simply to transmit it to the 
minister of foreign affairs, returned it 
to Premier Millerand, declaring his 
conscience would not permit him to 
be a participant in the surrender of 
Germans to the allies. 


Von Lersner demanded that he be 
relieved from his functions and his 
reques was immediately granted.

ties at the Magdeburg camp; Licut. 
Rodiger with cruelties at the Ruh- 
leben camp; Gen. Von Cassel with 
cruelties at the Doberitz camp; Gen.

In Saskatchewan 


Vor the past six years the co-oper- 
ative branch of the Saskatchewan De- 
partment of Agriculture has acted as 
a wool marketing agency for the 
* sheep tien of the province, and now 

point has been reached where the 
suceess of co-operative marketing of 
wool has been so clearly demonstrat- 
ed and the quantity handled annually 
amotints to such a heavy total that the 
Department of Agriculture is ready 
to hand over the work to the organ- 
izcd wool producers of the province, 
if they are prepared to assume the 
responsibility. 

Pr. Hf. Auld, Deputy Minister of Ag 
riculture, in explaining the reasons f: 
taking this step, states that whien tu 
yerative wool marketing 
was undertaken. in 1914, the — sheep- 
breeding industry in the province had 
been at a standstill for a number of 
with the number of flocks de- 
than increasing. By 
exercising proper care in the prepar- 
ation of wool for marketing and co- 
operating in the sale, it was believed 
that sheep men could materially in- 

tease their returns from their wool 
crop. The success which has attend- 
ed the movement since its inception 
las amply. justified the undertaking, 
and practically all the sheep men in 
ihe province ate now familiar with 
the advantages to be gained through 
proper preparation of the wool and 
lhulk sales on a graded basis. 

In 1914 there were 179 consignments 
of wool received, with a total weight 
of 69,404 pounds, by the co-operative 
branch, In 1915 there were 318 con- 
signments, with total weight of 150,328 
pounds, In 1916 there were 487 con- 
signments, with total weight of 179,- 
890 pounds. In”1917 there was a still 
greater increase, 623 consignments: 
with total weight of 223,445 pounds, 
and 916 consignments weighing 
394,068 pounds in 1918. In 1919 there 
were 1,103 consignments, weighing 
553,491 pounds, handled hy the’ co- 
operative organization branch, making 
a total of over a million and a half 
pounds of wool handled in the past 
six years. 
~ Since the Saskatchewan Govern- 
ment undertook this work, the Can- 
audian Co-operative Wool Growers, 
‘imited, has been organized. This is 
a large selling organization composed 
of farmers in every province in Can- 
ada. Its shareholders in Saskatche- 
win now number 300, and it is pro- 
posed that these sharcholders should 
form an association to handle the 
wool marketing work that has been 
performed so succesfully during the 
last few years by the Saskatchewan 
Government on behalf of the farmers. 
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Women Workers in Finland 


Man Power Was Greatly Depleted By 
War ‘“ 
Uelsingfors, Finland, as a stranger 
in that town reports his impressions, 
is a city of women doing the work 
that used to be done by men, He is 
astonished by the number of women 
in. practically every kind of occupa- 
On the trains the porters in the 
sleeping cars are women; in the fields 
and factorics women are. busy at 
heavy manual labor; in the banks 
there are apparently about ten times 
ads many women employed as men, 
and in one of the biggest financial in- 
stitutions in the city positions of great 
responsibility are held by women. 
Compared with other countries, where 
ithe spectacle ef women in what for- 
merly were exclusively masculine em- 
ployments became common during 
the war, Finland in general and Hel- 
singfors in particular, carry the pro- 
portion of wqmen muck further, for 
the man-power of Finland was so 
greatly depleted that a large propor- 
tion of the remaining male population 
is now needed for military service. In 
the Finnish Foreign Office, for exam- 
ple, women were holding positions 
which, says the correspondent, “would 
be entirely beyond the aspirations ot 
their sisters in the State Department 
at Washington or the British Foreign 
Office.” No other country, it seems 
safe to say, shows so wide and gen- 
eral an adaptation of women to the 
carrying on of every kind of work,

Landings Made By Party, Especially 
in Java, Were Dangerous 


Captain Ross Smith’s story of his 
great flight from England to Austra- 
lia as published in the Sydney (Aus- 
tralia) Sun, reads like a tale from the 
Arabian Nights. 

For absolutely new adventure © his 
tour of the countries of Asia and 
Qceania is unsurpassed. Landings 
nade by the party, especially in Java, 
were dangerous. At two landings in 
the Malay Siam Archipelago, the na- 
tives would have nothing to do with 
them, believing that the airmen were 
spitits of the dead who could come 
back to the world, but could not rest, 
so kept flying from place to place, 
In farther India and Siam, the natives 
were simply frightened out of their 
lives when the airmen appeared, 

When two hundred miles north of 
Port Darwin on the day of which 
their voyage was completed, they 
passed the cruiser Sydney, the fam- 
ous warship which destroyed the Em- 
den. They dropped a message in a 
bottle attached to a small parachute, 
which they had made while flying. 
This was picked up by a boat from the 
cruiser, 

The entire story of the flight is one 
of dauntless courage, bulldog tenac- 
ity and initiative. Several times they 
were nearly beaten down to the 
ground or the sea by torrential rains, 
and while flying over Malaysia, ran 
into a storm so terrible that definite 
steering was practically out of the 
question, and they merely circled aim- 
lessly until better weather was en-

Saskatchewan Farmers

The Enactment of an Irrigation Dis- 
trict Act is A Necessary 
Preliminairy .

irrigation schemes, 


Indian Turbans 


Made of Cloth Twenty to Forty Feet 
Long 


In India the turban is worn to pro- 
tect the head from excessive heat 
and the thickness varies according to 
the climate in each locality, These 
turbans are made of clotlt of from 
twenty to forty feet long, and wrap- 
ped around the head in endless vari- 
ety, according to rank and taste, All 
those who can afford it wear a band 
ten to twelve feet long, made cither 
partly or wholly of gold thread, on 
top of the turban. There are a num- 
ser of accessories worn in combina- 
tion with the turban, One beautiful 
ornament, limited to the use of kings, 
princes and nobles, is a beautifully 
embroidered velvet band about six 
inches long and two bread, into the 
middle of which is inserted a gold 
plate set with precious stones. This 
is worn obliquely in front of the tur- 
ban, and the band is tied behind by 
means of a silk thread fastened to 
each end,

Valuable Foundation Stock Coming 
from England Soon, 


According to Profcssor W, L. Car- 
lyle, who is acting as agent and anan- 
ager of the farm in Southern Alberta 
purchased by the Prince of Wales, ar- 
rangenients are being made to ship 
to the farm from England as soon as 
possible thirty head of pure bred 
shorthorn cattle, twenty-five head of 
pure bred Shropshire sheep, six or 
eight thoroughbred fitiies and twenty 
selected Dartmoor ponies. 

These animals will be used *to te- 
stock the farm, and will make a 
magnificent contribution to the ever 
improving quality of the livestock of 
the province. The first shipment will 
comprise about twenty-six shorthorns 
related to the best herds of Scotland. 
These cattle are from the prince’s 
estate. . 

Twenty-five head of Shropshire 
ewes will be from the flock of - the 
Duke of Westminster, which is amotig 
the best in the United Kingdom. 

Dartmoor ponies are a breed which 
is being introduced in Canada by the 
prince. the Dartmoor is described by 
Professor Carlyle as the most prom- 
ising member of the pony family in 
England. On the great tableland of 
Dartmoor, in the Duchy of Cornwall, 
these ponies are reared. They belong 
to the hardiest and the oldest breeds 
in the country, their ancestors having 
come in, it is supposed, with the 
original Spanish stock. 
moor, on the edge of the prince’s 
estate in Cornwall; 1,500 feet above 
sea level—higher than any of the 
mountains of Scotland—the ponies 
run wild. They stand twelve hands 
high, and weigh from 600 to 700 
pounds. They make excellent saddle 
ponies, and in the vicinity of Dart- 
moor are driven in carts. 

The ranch in Alberta will in future 
be known as the “E. P.” Ranch, and 
all the stock of the ranch will be 
branded with these letters. The prince 
expects to be able to visit the place 
at least once every two years, Mr. 
Carlyle says, and he will probably en- 
deavor to return by way of Canada 
after his trip to Australia this sum-

Must Not Sell Stock — 


Soldier Settlement Board Wins Action 
Against Veteran Who Sold 
Livestock 

The first division court of Ontario, 
Judge Bryan, has given judgment in 
favor of the soldier settlement board 
of Canada in a suit to recover live- 
stock sold to H. B. Boyd by John 
F. Conway, a soldier settler. His 
honor ruled that the stock was the 
property of the board until paid for, 
and that the settler had no right to 
dispose of it until he had discharged 
his obligations. 

The decision is an important one, as 
it clears away any doubt that may 
have existed concerning the right of 
soldier settlers to sell their livestock 
or implements without the consent 
of the board, 

It is the intention to proceed 
against any settler wlio disposes of 
livestock or chattels, the ownership 
of which is vested in ‘the soldier set- 
tlement board, and persons buying 
such property from settlers will like- 
wise be prosecuted.

According to a statement issued by 
the Hon. T. D, Patullo, Minist 
Lands, the value of Crown timber 
posed of during the past year aggre- 
gates $654,372.99, as against $259,769.13 
for 1916, $483,281.50 for 1917, and 
$380,408 for 1918, 

Vancouver and Island districts top 
he list at $223,166.21; Fort George 
comes second with $134,650.33, and 
Prince Rupert a very closé third with 
$133,596.93. 

The number of sales and. quantities 
involved is greater in every district 
than-in any previous. year. This in- 
crease is particularly noticed in the 
Upper Fraser River district, east of 
Prince George, where over 56,000,000. 
feet of saw timber, besides a consid- 
erable quantity of ties and cordwood, 
were disposed of, as against 11,000,000 
during the previous year. ; 

Another notable increase is shown 
also in the Upper Thompson River 
district, north of Kamloops, where - 
some 16,000,000 feet of saw timber and 
990,000 ties were sold, as compared 
with 12,000,000 feet and 78,000 ties in 
1918. 

The total number of sales for 1919 
is 356, as against 133 in 1916, 255 in 
1917 and 227 in 1918, while the area 
cruised for sales has increased from 
23,318 acres in 1916 to 61,809 acres in 
1919, It is pointed out by the minis- 
ter that this striking increase in ting, 
ber sales, involving the cruising of a 
much larger area, has entailed a good 
deal of additional work on the part 
of the forestry officials, as a conse- | 
quence of which a reorganization of 
the department has been effected in 
order to cope with its growing busi- 
ness. Returned soldiers and men 
from the temporary staff already have 
been brought in. 

In the matter of piling, the minis- 
ter’s statement shows that over 4,000,- 
000 lineal feet were sold in 1919, as 
against 378,000 feet in 1918, and a 
large increase also is noted in the 
number of cords of shingle bolts and 
eordwood, — 

An important phase of the disposal 
of the Crown timber stock is the sale 
by auction of small blocks and frac- 
tions adjacent to present operations, 
which would be wasted unless utilized 
immediately, 

Small logging units of mature or 
over-mature timber also are offered 
for sale as improvement cutting in 
the interest of the forest, while timbdga 
on agricultural land also is sold so 
that the land fnay be opened up for 
settlement. In this work there has 
been shown the closest co-operation 
between the lands and forest bran- 
ches of the department. 


A Lost People 


Most Interesting Remains Are Net- 
work of Canals 


By far the most interesting remains — 
of the lost people of Arizona are their 
network of canals, which prevail 
through the valleys. The longest is 
the one tapping the Gila river, and 
which supplied with water the anci- 
ent city, now marked with the one 
standing building. This is the Casa 
Grande, about which so much’ has 
been written and which has excited so 
much interest among: archacologists 
in the last ten years. The volume 
of water taken out by this.canal must 
have been immense, for it supported 
millions of acres. In most places the 
canal-has been filled with drifting 
sand, but its course is easily traced. 
Engineers who located the Maricopa 
canal made use of the old Aztec dite 
and today water runs over its pebb 
bottom just as it did 2,000 or 3,000 
years ago. For miles and miles ar- 
ound mounds tell the tale of houses 
destroyed by the ravages of time, 
Phoenix was built on the ruins of this 
ancient city, and there relics fre- 
quently are found of this ancient civ- 
ilization, 

To look into the future is not a 
sign of weakne$s, but of superiority.
